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ardner-Webb 
College has 
announced a 
recent $1 million 
pledge. The gift, made by 
Rutherford County natives 
Huey H. and Wyndolyn 
Royster Hollifield, is the 
second $1 million gift in the 
College’s history. 

The first $1 million 
contribution to 

Gardner-Webb was made by 
the Dover Foundation in 
1990. 

In making the 
announcement, College 
President Dr. Chris White 
described the Hollifields as 
visionary. He explained that 
the couple, in making what 
is their first gift to 
Gardner-Webb, wanted 
"something of lasting 
influence, something that 
would not be done otherwise 
and something that would 
draw attention to the 
College." 

It was in that vein that 
the Hollifields devoted their 
attention and their efforts 
toward the construction of a 
lake on the campus of the 
Boiling Springs college. 

The idea of a lake on 
campus was recommended 
five years ago by a land 
planning firm as part of a 
long-range plan 

commissioned by the Board 
of Trustees for the College’s 
systematic physical growth 
and development. 

Since that time, the 
College has made a number 
of changes, including the 
construction of the Craven 
E. Williams Observatory; 
the purchase of part of the 
former Boiling Springs 
Elementary School, which 
houses the College’s physical 
plant; and the acquisition of 
the former offices of Dr. 
Gene Washburn, which have 


been renovated to house the 
admissions and financial aid 
offices. 

The lake is "a means to 
an end" for the Hollifields, 
according to Dr. White. The 
donors share the College 


family’s vision for an idyllic 
setting. The addition of a 
body of water is a major 
component in developing 
this affect. The lake will be 
named for the Hollifields. 


Still in the early 
planning phases, the 
proposed lake will cover 
approximately five acres on 
the southwest side of 
campus, according to Dr. 
White. 


When completed, the 
recreational setting will 
include a bell tower, 
carillon, walking trails and 
picnic facilities. 

At present, the College 
is working with engineers to 


determine such specifics as J 
the location of a dam. In 
addition, homework is being 
done on obtaining the proper 
permits and meeting 
regulations. 

The Hollifields, who 
reside in Winston-Salem, are 
not strangers to 
Gardner-Webb. Mrs. 
Hollifield was recently 
named a trustee of the 
college. Her husband is a 
member of the Board of 
Directors of the North 
Carolina Baptist Foundation, 
with which the College is 
associated. 

Hollifield is also an 
alumnus of Gardner-Webb, 
having graduated in 1936. 
Hollifield worked during his 
student days at 
Gardner-Webb to help pay 
his educational expenses. 
Formerly associated with the 
National Cash Register 
Company, Hollifield now 
enjoys retirement after a 
long and distinguished 
career. 

"We are proud of Mr. 
Hollifield’s accomplishments 
and are grateful for this fine 
Christian couple’s generosity 
toward his alma mater. He is 
an example for 
Gardner-Webb alumni and 
generations of students to 
come," White said. 

Hollifield recalls his 
days at the College with 
great fondness and speaks of 
the caring attitudes of the 
people there. "That made an 
impression on him that he 
has never forgotten," Dr. 
White relates, "That same 
concept that we believe in 
and promote today — People 
Who Care."

Structure to Become Postcard Site off Campos 



A $300,000 pledge 
made to 

Gardner-Webb 
College by Mrs. 
Marguerite W. Noel of 
Kannapolis will be used 
toward the construction of 
an academic structure on the 
College campus. 

Noel Hall, named in 
memory of the late Dr. 
George T. Noel and in honor 
of Mrs. Marguerite Warren 
Noel, will extend from the 
present-day Lindsay 
Building. The wing will be 
designed to accommodate 
both classroom and faculty 
office needs. 

The construction of this 
building will change the face 
of the Gardner-Webb 
campus. The striking design 
of the wing, which will face 
east along Highway 150, will 
make it one of the most 


prominent areas of the 
College. "This will become 
the postcard site of 
Gardner-Webb," said Dr.

The wing, designed by

White. "Noel Hall will 
forever represent the love 
and devotion of this family 
for Gardner-Webb and will 
serve as a reminder of the 
dedication to Christian 
education that 
Marguerite Noel 


has exhibited in many 
ways." 

In 1983, Mrs. Noel 
established the Dr. George 
T. Noel Memorial Fund for 
Visually Impaired Students, 
the first such fund for 
students enrolled in 
Gardner-Webb’s program for 
the blind. She named the 
scholarship in memory of 
her late husband, who was 
an ophthalmologist in 
Kannapolis for nearly 30 
years. 

A second major 
endowment established by 
Mrs. Noel provided 
permanent housing in a 
completely renovated facility 
and in 1986 the Noel House, 
which contains the College’s 
programs for handicapped 
students, was dedicated 
in honor of Mrs.

Soviet National Wrestling Team 


O n Wednesday, 
Nov. 6 the 
Gardner-Webb 
wrestling team 
was host to the Soviet Youth 
National Wrestling Team. 
The Soviet team is on tour 
of the United States and they 
have also wrestled against 
Clemson, North Carolina 
State University and 
Carson-Newman University 
in this part of the country. 

The Soviet team holds 
the title of 1990 European 
Team Champions. The team 
consists of 10 Soviet 
National Champions and five 


European champions. 
"Several of the Soviet 
wrestlers have a legitimate 
chance to compete in the 
Olympics, " stated 
Gardner-Webb Wrestling 
Coach Dick Wince. 

While on their visit to 
Gardner-Webb, the Soviet 
wrestlers stayed in the 
homes of Gardner-Webb 
supporters in the Cleveland 
County area. This provided 
a valuable cultural 
experience for the young 
Soviets. "We figured that the 
Soviets have been 
institutionalized enough in 


dorms and hotels on their 
trip. We wanted them to get 
the opportunity to see what 
an American family is 
actually like," said Coach 
Wince. "I believe that we 
and the Soviets learned that 
there are not a great deal of 
differences between the 
people here and the people 
there."

willi a gieat deal oi optimism. The return oi eight 

lettermen and the addition of five talented players 

gives second-year coach Jim Johnson the firepower to 
be one of the top teams in the South Atlantic Conference and 
possibly the country. 

The ’Dogs proved that much of the optimism was well 
founded during a four-game, five-day stretch to open the 
season. Number seven nationally ranked Brimingham-Southem 
was the foe as the Bulldogs dropped their opener 83-79 in the 
Belmont Abbey Tournament. Coker College fell victim to the 
Bulldogs the next night by a 73-70 score in overtime. 

The Bulldogs returned home for the 
11th annual Rotary Dixie Classic to face 
the Panthers of High Point College. After 
jumping to a 19-point halftime lead, the 
’Dogs held on to win 72-70 to set up a 
meeting with the Pfeiffer Falcons, ranked 
number three in the nation. According to 
Gardner-Webb coach Jim Johnson, 

"Pfeiffer brought out the best in us. It was 
a total team effort." Jules Springs scored 
20 points and grabbed 10 rebounds in the 
84-59 victory and was named the 
Tournament MVP. 

The 6’5" Springs is a leading 
candidate for All-American and SAC Player 
of the Year honors this season. Last season, 

Springs led the SAC and the team with a 
20.1 scoring average and also contributed 

5.5 rebounds per game. 

Also returning in the frontcourt are 

6’2" Jerry Chollette and 6’7" Pat Colson. 

Chollette is a blue-collar player who always 
seems to be around the basketball when 
good things happen. He averaged 12.1 
points and 6.8 rebounds per contest last season. Colson is 
another senior that should have a big year. Last season he 
averaged 11.7 points and 6.9 rebounds per game. His most 
amazing statistic was his 88 blocked shots. 

Last year’s starting backcourt of Purvis Dukes and Greg 
Ross return. Even though they usually do not pile up impressive 
offensive statistics, this duo plays solid defense and provides 
much needed leadership. 

Returning from last year’s team to provide depth are 6’3"

The nephew of former Gardner-Webb 

star Eddie Wilkins, the 67", Hinton gives coach Johnson a 

low-post scorer and rebounder that was needed at times last 
season. 

Four freshmen arrived on the Gardner-Webb campus this 
fall as Jim Johnson’s first full recruiting class. 

Billy Palagonia arrives from St. Thomas More Academy 
where he attended prep school for a year. 
The 5’10" New Yorker is an excellence 
ball handler who fits the stereotypical 
image of the true point guard. David 
McMahan is a 6’3" wing from Gastonia’s 
Ashbrook. A fantastic outside shooter, he 
was named MVP in the North Carolina 
AAU 19 and under tournament last 
spring. Lance Bain is a 6’6" forward who 
is the best athlete among the freshmen. 
Bain was a major college football 
prospect before breaking his leg. He 
missed his senior basketball season and 
may have slipped through the nets of the 
Division I programs. Kenneth Nelson is a 
6’4" wing who comes to Gardner-Webb 
after an impressive high school career at 
Bishop-England High School in 
Charleston, S.C. Nelson is a strong player 
who can nail the mid-range jumper. 

Coach Johnson and the Bulldogs have 
set their sights on a trip to the NAIA 
tournament in Kansas City, but first they 
must endure the rigors of the tough South 
Atlantic Conference and District 26. "We believe that we 
could be a very good team this season, but in our conference 
eveiyone will be good," says Johnson. 

"We feel like the program is headed in the right direction.

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1991-92 Women’s Outlook 

W hat do you do for an encore after last year’s 
conference tournament final at Gardner-Webb? 
Even though they came out on the short end of the 
stick, the Lady Bulldogs capped off Brenda 
Halford’s first year as head coach in a style befitting the excitement 
of the 1990-91 season. 

The 1991-92 season could be a very successful one for the 
Lady Bulldogs. Three full-time starters return and two other 
players that started at times last season are back. 

Fredia Lawrence heads the list of returnees. The senior 
forward from Lawndale averaged 17.9 points and 11.7 points last 
season and was named to the All-South Atlantic Conference team. 
Fredia will be a strong contender for All-American honors and 
SAC Player of the Year. 

Val Crowell can be one of the most dominating figures in the 
league when die avoids foul trouble. The 6’2" center averaged 12.5 
points and 9.4 rebounds per contest last season. Val may be the key 
ingredient if the Lady Bulldogs are to challenge for the conference 
championship. She was named second-team all-conference last 
season and made the All-South Atlantic Conference Tournament 
team. 

Mickie Drum returns to the point guard spot after being 
named Freshman of the Year last season. The creative spark-plug 
of the team, Drum averaged 5.7 assists per game last season in 
addition to her 10.1 points per contest. 

Lisa Campbell returns to her second guard spot this season 
after averaging 9.4 points per game last season while splitting time 
with Roslyn Edwards. She is a scrappy defensive player and can be 

an explosive scorer. 

Toni Brown is the leading 
candidate for the power forward 
position but could be pushed by 
Jackie Lyon. Brown averaged 5.1 
points and 4.5 rebounds per game 
last season in a reserve role. She 
can score in explosive spurts 
when she gamers a great deal of 
playing time. 

Coach Brenda Halford plans 
to use an up-tempo attack this 
season.

Whenever change takes place, it can serve as a catalyst 
for tremendous growth. In May 1990 Dick Wince was 
named as head wrestling coach at Gardner-Webb. Since that 
time the Gardner-Webb wrestling program has moved from 
the infancy stages to the toddler stages and has shown signs 
that it will grow into a healthy program. 

Coach Wince has promoted amateur wrestling in the 
Cleveland County area and has become involved in national 
and statewide competitions. This has provided credibility to 
the Gardner-Webb program and has enabled Wince to 
recruit a higher quality of student-athlete to the 
Gardner-Webb campus. 

The 1991-92 season looks to be a strong year for die 
Bulldog grapplers even though their overall record may not 
reflect it because they will be wrestling several NCAA 
Division I opponents. The strengths of the team will be 
more abundant this season. Coach Dick Wince says, "With a 
year in our system the young men who are returning will be 
much better. We are much deeper which creates more 
competition at practice so everyone has to work harder to 
improve. We will be a good takedown team and most of our 
young men will be good technicians." 

It is evident that Wince has increased confidence in his 
young team, but he also advises a word of caution. "We 
need to be tougher and not so easily intimidated. Our guys 
must realize that we have become a legitimate collegiate 
wrestling team and we must eliminate the club team 
mentality that accompanies so many young programs," he 
says. 

Heading the fist of returnees for the ’Dogs will be Jon 
Jordan and Shawn Watson. Jordan competed last season in 
the NAIA National Tournament and looks to repeat with a 
strong senior season. Shawn Watson has already qualified 
for the 1992 NAIA Nationals with his third-place finish in 
the Pembroke Invitationals in early November. 

Several newcomers will provide immediate help. Jeff 
Lail is a junior college transfer who will probably start in 
the 158- or 150-pound weight class. Kenny Miller is another 
junior college transfer who will probably start in the 
118-pound weight class. Two freshman will probably make 
an immediate impact on the 
team. Chuck Newberry is 
a Georgia state champion 
in the 167-pound weight 
class. Adam Goodall, from 
Manatee High School in 
Bradenton, Fla., will 
wrestle in the 142-pound 
weight class.

College honored 
two distinguished 
alumni during 
Homecoming 1991. Dr. 
Gilmer W. Blackburn of the 
Class of 1960 was honored 
as Alumnus of the Year and 
Erin Russell Anderson of the 
Class of 1976 as Young 
Alumnus of the Year. 

Anderson is Chief of 
Public Affairs for the United 
States Command in Berlin. 
After earning a bachelor’s 
degree in English from 
Gardner-Webb, he studied international 
relations at Boston University. He served 
nine years in the U.S. Air Force and 
began a civilian career with the U.S. 
Government in 1986. 

He is responsible for organizing the 
first American relief effort for East 
European refugees in Berlin in 1989. At 
that time he was named deputy Public 
Affairs Officer for the U.S. Command in 
Berlin and assigned to the Allied 
Kommandatura Staff, which coordinated 
Allied activities in West Berlin and 
military relations with the West Berlin 
government. When the Berlin Wall fell in 
1989, he assisted the international press 
corp in covering the story for the 
American sector. 

Today Anderson is responsible for the 
public affairs activities of the U.S. 
military community, including the U.S. 
Army, Air Force and Navy. He serves as 
a liaison with the U.S. State Department 
as well as the British, French, German 
and Soviet public information staffs. He 
manages a 20-member German and 
American staff that conducts three overall 
programs — Internal Information for the 
U.S. community; Community Relations, 
designed to promote friendship and 
understanding among the American 
community and Berlin; and Public 
Information, which relates the U.S. 
military story in Berlin to Germany 
through print and electronic media. 
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Russ and his wife, Lynn Brady Anderson, live in Berlin 
with their 4-year-old son. 

Dr. Blackburn, who is Associate Vice President and 
Dean of Academic Affairs at Gardner-Webb, has been 
described as "a master teacher with a commitment to 
Christian higher education, a published author, an 
accomplished athlete, a first-rate speech writer, a respected 
Boy Scoutmaster and a churchman of the highest order." 

A native of Mount Airy, Dr. Blackburn graduated from 
Gardner-Webb in 1960 with an associate of arts degree. He 
earned a bachelor’s degree in history from Wake Forest 
University in 1962 and a master’s in European history in 
1967. In 1975 he earned a Ph.D. in educational foundations 
and history from the University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill.
